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GREAT WAS WASHINGTON 
The birthday of George Washington 
reminds us of the excellence of his pub­ 
lic service and his notable contribution 
to this nation. 
It is eminently fitting that the United 
States celebrate his birthday , setting it 
aside to commemorate his life, a reading 
of which never fails to emphasize his 
greatness. 
Washington v as not a saint although, 
we believe, a good man.

His 
death, incidentally , was probably hasten­ 
ed by repeated and large bleedings when 
he was attacked by lary ngitis in 1799. 
At the outbreak of the revolutionary 
war Washington was one of the wealthi­ 
est men in the colonies.

were extensive and the risks he took in

tremendous. 
His 
heart was with his people and, like so 
many favored men, he embarked upon 
a course in life that evidenced a real love 
for the human beings whose fate was al­ 
way s his real concern.

THE KING OF THE BELGIANS 
In his favorite pastime 
of 
mountain 
climbing, Albert., king of the Belgians, 
died, to the shock of all the world. He 
passes from the scene just as Europe is 
needful of the quality of leadership he 
would exemplify in a perilous crisis. King 
Albert was one to keep cool when others 
were in panic. 
This side of the man w'as 
dramatically revealed w'hen in late July , 
1914, he said, “They 
shall 
not 
pass,’' 
after the German government had an­ 
nounced that the treaty guaranteeing the 
inviolability of Belgium 
w^as 
“a mere 
scrap of paper.” 
King Albert and his 
Belgian army could not stay the German 
hordes, but his clarion call to his country 
united the Belgians on the side of the 
French and seriously disrupted the plans 
of the German military leaders. 
About this Belgian was the color of 
kingliness. 
He was a leader of his peo­ 
ple. 
He moved among them and shared 
hardships wdth them. 
In the w'orld war 
he accepted the lot of the soldier. 
He 
w^as in front-line trenches. 
He w’as under 
fire time and again, alway s ready to re­ 
turn. 
He put aside the comforts he as 
king could have had without criticism. 
He improved his opportunity of appear­ 
ing before the Belgians and before the 
world as a king who shirki d no respon­ 
sibility . 
It was due in no wise to precau­ 
tions taken by 
him 
that 
he was not 
wounded: he took no precautions that 
were not taken by ordinary soldiers of 
common sense. 
King Albert's high be­ 
havior in w'ar further enhanced the es- 
t em and affecli‘>n in wliich he w'as held 
ly Btigians. 
Til’' koig of ti c Belgians uiulerstood 
what was happening to other kings. He 
discriminated in what 
he 
said and in 
w hat he did. 
He was a king at all times 
not wit hstanding that he was democratic 
in personal activities, 
it has been said 
repeatedly that if Belgium had become a 
lep'ildic Albert w« uld have been elected 
its president.

His personality w^as a decis­ 
ive factor. 
Nothing would be gained from compar­ 
ing King Alben with 
his predecessor. 
King Leopold. 
The latter w'a.s ruthless, 
intent on gain regardless of cost to his 
subjects, w’ithout the clean standards of 
his successor. 
No scandals have been 
spread about King Albert; there have 
been none. 
His respectability has been 
above suspicion. 
His moral 
code has 
been of the stricte.st. 
In a w'ord, the Bel­ 
gians have had in their king an exemplar 
of decency , of temperance, 
of 
human- 
itarism. 
King Alberl will be missed in 
the councils of Pmrope. 
He wdll be miss­ 
ed in his kingdom. 
He will be missed 
and missed sorely , in roy al circles. Great­ 
er kings there have been, granted, but, 
by modem y ardsticks, Albert, king of the 
Belgians, measured to high standards. 
In his time as king he saw^ old thrones 
tremble and topple, roy al families in ex­ 
ile. 
The houses of Hohenzollern, Roman­ 
off and Hapsburg haY^e been overthrown; 
the last of the Bourbon kings is an exile 
from Spain. 
Portugal’s 
ancient 
crown 
has been cast aside. 
The king of Italy 
w'ears the title, but is a pathetic figure 
in his own land. 
Belgium, they said, was 
ripe for revolution after the world wnr, 
but the steady ing influence of King Al­ 
bert was greater by far than W'as that of 
those w'ho wnuld have set up a republic. 
Perhaps not great as a king, but surely a 
poised, understanding leader of his peo­ 
ple—^Albert.

WHAT'S THE USE?

Charitable contributions and gifts 
made by an individual are deduct­ 
ible within limitations provided by 
the revenue act. The organization to 
W'hich the gift is made must meet 
several tests. The corporation, trust, 
community chest, fund, or founda­ 
tion must be operat^^d exclusively 
for religious, charitable, scientific, 
literary , or educational purposes, or 
for the prevention of cruelty to chil­ 
dren or animals.’ No part of the or­ 
ganization’s 
income may inure to 
the benefit of any private stock­ 
holder or individual. 
Contributions made to a mission­ 
ary fund, church building fund, and 
for the benefit of other activities of 
the 
church 
ar e 
deductible. 
Pew 
rents, assessments, and dues paid 
to churches are regarded as contri­ 
butions. Gifts to a corporation or 
association organized or devoted to 
the advancement of learning are de­ 
ductible. 
Gifts to an individual are not de­ 
ductible, but if made to a charitable 
organization, as defined by the rev­ 
enue 
act, may 
he 
deducted 
even 
though the organization distributes 
funds among the individual 
bene­ 
ficiaries. 
Contributions made to the United 
States, the District of Columbia, any 
State or Territory or political sub- 
sivision thereof, such as a city or 
towm, 
for 
exclusively 
public 
pur­ 
poses, are deductible; for example, 
a gift of real estate to a city to be 
used perpetually as a public park 
is 
deductible. 
.Also 
contributions 
to the special fund for vocational 
rehabilitation, to posts or organi­ 
zations of war veterans and their 
auxiliaries in the United States, and 
to lodges, for religious, scientific, \ 
educational, literary , or charitable 
purposes.

In general, the deduction is lim-, 
ited to 15 per cent of the net in­ 
come, exlusive of the contributions.

Nazism and Christianity are incom­ 
patib le.

M e all know' that, a liberal supply 
of water is essential to egg laying, 
it is equally necessar.v for the nu­ 
trition of all kinds of live stock. 
When the laying flock is supplied 
with cold water, according to an au­ 
thority In 
Wallaces’ 
F'arraer, 
the 
tendency Is for the hens to drink 
less than They need for maximnra 
nutrition, 
and 
that 
means 
fewer 
eggs. 
If you have a very warm 
poultry house, this lack of cold w'a- 
ter consutnption may not be so evi­ 
dent, but in the average farm poul­ 
try house, where it is difficult to 
maintain a 
favorable temperature 
during very cold weather, the drink­ 
ing water should alwa.'« be kept sev­ 
eral degrees above freezing. 


The elTect of cold water in a cold 
hoiisp was very clearly oh.^er'ed a 
short time ago on a farm where two 
flocks of hens were kept in the same 
house under the same conditions is 
to temperature and feed. There was 
only one difference in the manage­ 
ment of iflese birds. 
One flock was 
provided with a water heater, while 
the other received only cold water 
to drink— 'vater that 'vas sometimes 
dow n to the freezing point. 
Before 
real cold weather, both flocks pro­ 
duced about 50 per cent of eggs. 


When cold weather set in, the 
cold water flock stopped laying and 
went into a molt, while the flock 
with the water heater kept on lay­ 
ing and upheld their .50 per cent lay­ 
ing record.

Have yo u ever wo ndered what 
made so me o f the dried beef yo u 
saw In the m arket so cherry red 
and like beef steak and o ther dried 
beef so much like dark red string 
that tastes like so much salt? It is 
first o f all the kind o f beef used, 
and seco ndly, the care and cure It 
gets in the preparatio n. 
A study o f the histo ry o f dried 
beef and its preparatio n sho ws that 
as far back as the sto ne age, man 
preserved 
the 
cho icest 
cuts 
o f 
slaughtered animals by drying in 
the sun o r o ver fires. These dried 
parts were sto red in dark co mers 
o f huts and caves as a fo o d supply 
to be drawn upo n fo r festive o cca­ 
sio ns and in seaso ns o f sho rtage. 
The early settlers o f this co untry 
learned fro m the Indians a metho d 
o f preserving beef and o ther meats 
which wo uld bo th impro ve the fla­ 
vo r and permit its being held fo r a 
reaso nable length o f time. 
Their 
metho d was to cut the meat Into 
strips, salt it heavily, then put It 


o ut in the sun to dry o r smo ke it 
o ver a fire—the result being a hard, 
harsh salty piece o f meat kno wn as 
“Jerked Beef.” 
Argentine, Brazil 
and 
Uruguary 
still emplo y a so mewhat primitive 
metho d 
o f 
preparing a sun-dried 
beef, which they call “Xo rque” (pro ­ 
no unced “Sharky”). The beef is cut 
into fairly large pieces, salted, and 
then hung o ut in the sun to dry. 
The Mex icans prepare a thinly 
sliced smo ked beef which they call 
“Came 
Seco ,” 
which 
in 
English 
means “dry meat.” Carne Seco is 
prepared so mew’hat differently fro m 
either Jerked Beef o r Xarque al­ 
tho ugh the theo ry is the same. 
A great deal o f time and atten­ 
tio n Is given to day to the manufac­ 
ture o f dried beef—first. In the se­ 
lectio n o f the beef; seco nd, in the 
curing pro cess, and third, in the 
pro per drying. 
The metho d o f making dried beef 
is lo ng and intricate, and instead 
o f leaving it to the elements as did 
o ur ancesto rs, each step In its man­ 
ufacture is fo llo wed with great care 
by ex perts skilled in this wo rk. 
Only the ro und o f beef Is used as 
it is neither to o fat no r to o lean.

The beef ro und is carefully separat­ 
ed into three pieces; namely, the 
inside, the o utside and the kunckle 
parts, which are called beef hams. 
After remo ving any unnecessary fat 
fro m the beef hams, they are grad­ 
ed by weight and then sent to the 
curing ro o m where they are placed 
in a delicate, mild sweet pickling o r 
curing liquid. 
The curing Is In marked co ntrast 
to the o ld primitive metho ds, and 
clo se supervisio n is given this step 
in the manufacture o f dried beef. 
To pro duce go o d beef hams o r 
dried beef, they must remain 
90 to 
120 days In the curing so lutio n, the 
ex act length o f time depending upo n 
the weight o f the pieces and the 
temperature at which they are be­ 
ing 
cured. 
In 
the 
curing 
cellar 
there are ro ws upo n ro ws o f tierces 
and vats, all marked so that it is 
always kno wn just what the co n­ 
tents are and ho w lo ng the beef 
hams have been in each o f the vats 
o r tierces. At no time are beef 
hams allo wed to remain In the cur­ 
ing so lutio n after they are fully 
cured; that is, after the mild sweet 
curing so lutio n has tho ro ughly pen­ 
etrated the meat. This carefully su­ 
pervising o f the curing pro cess is 
a definite assurance that the go o d 
quality dried beef has a wo nder­ 
fully mild flavo r. 
The metho d o f drying this de­ 
licately cured beef is 
a great Im­ 
pro vement o ver the o ld sun drying 
metho d o f the Indians. Each piece 
o f cured beef is handled Individual­ 
ly thro ugho ut the drying pro cess, 
and Is smo ked in 
a co o l, clean 
crao ke made fro m slo wly burning 
wo o d. This smo ke and the mild 
cure imparts to the meat the ap­ 
petizing flavo r that has made cer­ 
tain brands o f dried beef famo us. 
The cured beef hams remain in the 
smo ke ho use fo r several days o r un­ 
til they have dried do wn to firm, 
so lid pieces o f meat o f abo ut two - 
thirds their o riginal size. The sur­ 
face o f the meat by this time has 
assumed a beautiful light maho gany 
tint, 
and 
the 
interio r 
a 
bright 
cherry red co lo r. 
After the beef It o f pro per dry­ 
ness, it is remo ved to special ro o ms 
where it is allo wed to co o l grad­ 
ually. After being held several days 
in these ro o ms, it is ready to be 
sliced. The pieces are placed sep­ 
arately in an electrically o perated 
ro tary slicing machine, and a razo r 
sharp 
blade 
cuts this 
beef Into 
wafer-thin delicate slices. The slices 
are then packed neatly in co nven­ 
ient size packages fo r the co nsum­ 
er. Perhaps yo u have seen the at­ 
tractive cellulo se wrapped packages 
in yo ur market. 
Here are so me o f the favo rite 
metho ds we have o f using this ap­ 
petizing meat fo o d:
